PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. §1. 181(a) TO WITHDRAW ERRONEOUS HOLDING OF 

ABANDONMENT

Pursuant to M.P.E.P. §71 1.03(c), this petition to withdraw erroneous holding of 
abandonment is being submitted to the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 8 1(a). This petition 
is timely filed according to 37 C.F.R. §1.
